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An Account of the Ceremonies uſed at the 
 CORONATIONS of the KINGS and 
QUEENS of ENGLAND. 


King GEORGE the Second, and of his Royal and II- 
luſtrious Conſort Queen CAROLINE, approaching 
near, it has not been thought improper to preſent the 
+ 85 World with a brief Account of the Grand Ceremonies 
generally uſed on thoſe ſolemn and glorious Occafions, | 
I ſhall begin with a Deſcription of the Crowns and Scepters, 
wherewith the KINGS and QUEENS of England are Crown'd and 
Inveſted on the Day of their Coronation. 

I. St. Edward's Crown, ſo called in Commemoration of the antient 
Crown which was kept in the Church of Weſtminſter, till the Be- 
ginning of the Troubles in Forty-one, when, with the reſt of the Re · 
galia, it was carried away, is a very rich Imperial Crown of Gold, 
made againſt the Coronation of King Charles II. and wherewith all 
the Kings of England have been fince Crown'd;embelliſh'd with Pearl; 


and precious Stones of divers Kinds, viz, Diamondi, Rubies, Emeralds 


and Sappbires, with a Mound of Gold on the Top of it, incircled with 
a Band or Fillet of Gold, alſo embelliſhed with. precious Stones, and 
three very large Oval Pearls, one at the Top of the Croſs, and two 
other Pendants at the Ends of the Croſs. The ſaid Croſs is com- 
poſed (as all the Imperial Crowns of England are) of four Croſſes, 
and as Miny Flowers-de-Luce, of Gold, upon a Rim, or Circlet of 
Gold, all embelliſh'd with precious Stones, trom rhe Tops of which 
Croſſes ariſe tour circular Ba rs, Ribs, or Arches, which meet at the 
Top in Form of a Croſs; at the Inter ſection whereof is a Pedeſtal 
whereon is fix'd the Mound before mention'd. The Cap, within the 
ſaid Crown, is of Purple Velvet, lined with white Taffaty, and turn'd 
up with Ermine, thick powdered in three Rows. 


IT The Crown of State, ſo called, becauſe it is worn by the KING 


at all ſuch Times as he comes in State to the Parliament Houſe, This 
was alſs new made againſt the Corona tion of King Charles II. It is 
exceedingly rich being embelli{h'd with divers large Roſes, or Faucet 
and Table Pi4monir, and other precious Stones beſides a great Quan, 
tity of Pearl; but it is moſt remarkable for a wonderful large Kuby, 


ſet in the Middle of one of the four Croſſes, eſteem'd worth 10000 1.

V. The Crown wherewith her Majeſty is Crowned, is a very rich 
Imperial Crovn of Gold ſet with Diamonds of great Value, intermix'd 
with a few precious Stones of other Kinds, and ſome Pearl; and is gene- 
rally compo«'d of Crofſ s and Flower-de-Luce with Bay; or Arches, and 
a Mound and Croſs on the Top of the Arches, after the ſame Manner as 
the KING's Imferial Crowns are, differing only in Size, as being leſſer 
and lighter : The Cap is of Purple Velvet, lined with rich white Teffety, 
nd tnined up with Ermine or Miniver pure, richly powdered.

The Barons of the Cinque Ports divided into two 
Claſſes, one of which receives the Queen at the Foot of the great Stone 
Steps under her Canopy, ſupported by Steves. andthe other receives 
the King in like Manner under his Canopy, The Serjeants at Arms 
alſo in two Claſſes attend the King and Queen's Regalia.
